OME gloomy observers have a feeling that the United Nations 
may not be long for this world—this one world torn into two 


over the Korean war and other issues too numerous and dreary 


to mention. 
Still, the current meeting of 


the Security Council of the U.N. 


is a good show, the best available of its very special kind—a show 
not without potentialities for world peace and world education. 


To see this rather bizarre show, 
one must turn one’s back on the 
more familiar show world of 
Betty Grable and Gregory Peck. 
One must leave Times Square and 
its air-conditioned, neon-lighted 
precincts and retreat half a mile 
south to the Long Island branch 
3 the Pennsylvania Railroad sta- 

on. 

This is the beginning of a broad 
education.in world fellowship. For 
the Long Island is the little broth- 
er of the Pennsy and one must 
descend into the lower depths to 
discover a Long Island train. The 
stranger finds that Long Island 
commuter trains are the have-nots 
of the railroad world. 

Trip for 61 Cents. 

* For 61 cents the seeker after 
international knowledge can ride 
through an East river tunnel, 
through Woodside, Bayside and 
Flushing, past Douglaston and 
Little Neck and up into Great 
Neck, which dominates like a 
goiter that particular peninsula 
of the northern shore of Long 
Island. 

After Great Neck the knowl- 
edge-seeker is on his own. One 
can proceed either by bus or taxi- 
cab to Lake Success where the 
Security Council meets. Of course, 
if one is a delegate, liveried 
limousines are available. 

Lake Success is an ironic date- 
line for the meetings of the U.N. 
which have not been attended by 
too much success. More Aroni- 
cally, the biggest success here- 
abouts was a war plant, the fac- 
tory of the Sperry Gyroscope Co. 
After World War II, when the 


American armed forces re- 
trenched, Sperry had space avail- 
able in its vast, sprawling factory, 
and half of it was reconverted for 
the peaceful purposes of U.N.

Jacob 
Malik is the Boris Karloff of the 
U.N. and its greatest attraction, 
whether you like him or not. 

Malik’s attraction is felt not 
only at Lake Success but as far 
over the country as television is 
available. Reliable reports are 
that when Malik stares into TV 
and spouts his stubborn, irritating 
party line, housewives in St. 
Louis, Chicago and Cleveland 
march right up to the screen and 
shake their fists at him. If all 
these matronly fists could pene- 
trate the prismatic shelter, Malik 
would be the most beaten up war- 
rior since Napoleon. 

The thought that Malik might 
be beaten up, away from his TV 
shield, has occurred to Malik and 
others. In recent _days, as his 
face and voice became distress- 
ingly familiar to millons, the 
U. N.’s private police force pro- 
vided him with an enlarged se- 
curity guard. They wanted no 
“incident” which might hurt him 
and at the same time provide 
precious Soviet propaganda. 

What are known as “elaborate 
security precautions” are taken at 
Lake Success. Actually, they 
don’t amount to much. When 
one alights at the U. N. wing of 
the erstwhile gyroscope factory, 
one has to the scrutiny of 
a guard at the gate.

Radioactive Range of H-Bomb 
Slightly More Than A-Bomb's 


Hydrogen Weapon Believed Better, How- 
ever, for Spreading Deadly Dust Over 
Wide Areas of Earth. :

HE radioactivity of H-bombs has been the subject of fantastic 
speculations. 


The only authoritative predictions are that radio- 


. in other words, the. radioactiv- 
ity from a thousand-fold greater 
H-bomb will not extend 10 times 
farther like the blast, and 30 times

farther, like the heat flash. 


The new pomb will have all the 
radioactivity of the A-bomb, plus 
its own. The gamma rays of the 
A-bomb flash are fatal in the open 
at half a mile. They will cause 
deaths of persons fully exposed 
to them at about one mile. They 
will cause sickness and maybe 
temporary loss of hair at a mile- 
and-a-quarter. Beyond those dis- 
tances the gamma rays quickly 
fade. 

The unknown question is how 
much farther will the H-bomb be 
effective. This new bomb will 
produce immense quantities of 
gamma rays. They are created 
during the fusion process. The 
first step is release of neutrons 
by fusion, the second entry of 


activity is a matter of much uncertainty, but that probably it 
will not have a greatly wider range than the A-bomb. 


these neutrons into atoms of vari- 
ous kinds near at hand, and third, 
gamma rays instantly shooting out 
of all atoms. 


Larger Volume of Rays. 


There will be a vastly greater 
flood of neutrons from the H- 
bomb. These are the particles 
which make radioactive most 
everything they hit. From the 
A-bomb the neutrons travel only 
about 3000 feet. Again how much 
farther they will travel from the 
H-bomb is unknown. But they 
and the gamma rays will go far- 
ther because of the larger vol- 
ume of both kinds of rays. 


The initial driving power given 
to the neutrons is not nearly as 
great for an H-bomb as for. an 
A-bomb.

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Companion for the Draft 


Whenever the nation is forced to draft men 
wholesale into the armed forces, it owes these 
men assurance that their dependents will not 
suffer from want. The White House and Con- 
gress agree that speed is necessary in establish- 
ing a new allotment plan for G.I. families. 

In November, officials say, 50,000 men will 
be drafted into the armed forces. And in the 
next year the nation apparently will have to call 
up “far more” than the anticipated 185,000 men, 
Selective Service Director Hershey states. 

Adequate family allotment measures should 
go hand in hand with the mounting draft calls. 
In the years after World War II, the services 
were able to depend largely on volunteers. 
These men were free to make decisions as to 
what would happen to their families, if any. 
Now that freedom of choice has been destroyed 
by military necessity, what is to be done to re- 
assure service men and their families that they 
will not suffer economic hardship? 

President Truman’s plan is that the wife of a 
service man would get $75 a month, plus $25 
for each child, but not more than $150 alto- 
gether. The White House hopes to avoid <raft- 
ing men with large families. The Senate Armed 
Services Committee has tentatively approved a 
plan with somewhat smaller benefits. 

These differences represent an economic ques- 
tion, not an issue for extended dispute. An ex- 
pert appraisal of the present cost of living for 
G.I. families should lead to. quick agreement. 
For the Government is obligated to protect the 
families of the men whom it places in uniform, 
and without delay.

The Law Failed Otto Schneider 


One of the most serious failures of Missouri's 
procedure for the handling of persons in need of 
mental treatment was given tragic emphasis 
when Alfio Miano shot and killed a. neighbor, 
Otto R. Schneider. 


Miano, who spent 56 days last year in St. Vin- 
cent’s Sanitarium, is now under examination at 
Malcolm A. Bliss Psychopathic hospital. But it 
was possible to send him there only after—not 
before—he had killed Schneider. 

And there is special irony in this affair, be- 
cause Schneider, as well as a physician, had 
urged Miano to return to St. Vincent’s several 
months ago, Miano told police. Miano, however, 
refused to go, and there was no way to return 
him to an institution, under Missouri law. 

Not only does Missour! have grossly inade- 
quate facilities for an treatment of the mentally 


ill; not only is its li far too small for the 
staff that is needed. Missouri also fails to pro- 
vide protection for the public against a mentally 
ill person until it is too late, until a crime has 
been committed. Before the crime, a mentally 
ill person can be sent to an institution only if 
proceedings are begun by a relative. 

If the relatives refuse to act, or if there are 
no relatives, nothing can be done. And in this 
case, Schneider, who suspected that Miano was 
ill, was powerless to protect himself. Because 
of this failure of the state to perform the most 


elementary of a state’s responsibilities—public 


protection—Schneider was killed. 

This is a particularly dramatic case, but it is 
by no means an isolated one. Similar, shootings 
have happened in the past. They will happen 


send a person believed to be mentally ill to an 
accredited institution for examination for a pe- 
ried of a maximum of 10 days. Within that 
time, the staff is required to present its findings 
in a court if it believes the man needs treatment. 
If the judge fails to concur, or if no such evi- 
dence is given, the suspect must be released. 
This provides protection, but it also puts into 
the hands of police a potent weapon for possible 
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it does we would be wise to keep clear of adding 
responsibilities which we might not be able to 
fulfill in the interim.

Traffic Jam at the Airport 

The concern of county authorities over traffic 
congestion near Lambert-St. Louis Field is thor- 
oughly justified. Lindbergh boulevard was con- 
structed years ago as a fast outer-belt route 
around the city. But in the last decade it has 
become an industrial artery as well, because 
of the growth of important factories near the 
airport. 

During rush hours, Lindbergh's four lanes 
are jammed, and Natural Bridge and Brown 
roads become bottlenecks in the same area. The 
inadequate pavements are a daily obstacle to 
thousands of workers at the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. plant and the Ford Motor Co. plant. One 
of these factories is highly important to defense 
requirements and the other would become so in 
an emergency. 

Proposals of industrial leaders and county of- 
ficers to widen Lindbergh and construct new 
pavement near the airport make sense now. In 
the near future such projects may be essential.

Capitalism and Welfare 
HOW TO STAY RICH, by Ernest L. Kiein. 

Straus & Co., $2.50.) 

Ernest L. Klein has written what he be- 
lieves is a prescription for the preserva- 
tion of American capitalism. It is a con- 
fused presentation of the idea that recent 
developments in the world threaten the 
continuation in the United States of a 
system which enables those who are rich 
to stay rich, and those who are not, to 
aspire to wealth. 

‘The purpose ts to reveal the dazzling 
virtues of “Democratic American Capi- 
talism” which is nowhere clearly defined, 
and to attack the “Welfare State,” which 
is, of course, “creeping tarianism.” . 
Mr. Klein bluntly defines the Welfare 
State as “in deed and in fact, the Police 
State.” With this hideous thing thus 
stripped bare, all Americans, or at least 
the persuaded few, will be able to pour 
their righteous hatred with decisive effect 
and kill the monster before it grasps the 
United States. 

During a somewhat more perceptive 
moment, Mr. Klein declares that the Wel- 
fare State advocates claim it “will feed 
the hungry and put dessert on the tables 
of the already well fed; pension the needy 
sick and aged and add luxury to the re- 
tirement incomes of citizens who were

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Michigan Commissioner Admits Blunder in Approving Title Fight 


La Motta-Dauthuille Bout 
Draws Criticism From N.B.A. 


DETROIT, Aug. 17 (UP}—The Michigan Boxing Commission 
said today that it “blundered” in approving the Jake LaMotta-Laurent 


Dauthuille middleweight title fight. 


Leo Souriall, secretary of the 
commission, said he gave the go 
ahead on the fight without know- 
ing that the National Boxing As- 
sociation had ruled LaMotta 
should meet Welterweight Cham- 
pion Ray. Robinson first. 

“When the International Boxing 
Club called from New York to tell 
us that LaMotta had agreed to 
meet Dauthuille, I figured it 
would make a good fight and told 
them to go ahead and sign the 
contracts,” Souriall said. 

Much of the confusion over the 
commission approving the fight 
came about because Michigan 
Commissioner Floyd Stevens was 
on a business trip and couldn't 
be reached for several days before 
and after the contracts were 
signed. 

Souriall said that all the deal- 
ings concerning the fight were be- 
tween Stevens and Nick Londes, 
Detroit matchmaker for the I1.B.C. 

“Londes talked as if commis- 
sion approval was just a formal- 
ity. Before doing anything I 


talked with commission member 
Bill Matney who said Stevens was 
in favor of the fight. I guess I'm 
just a victim of circumstances,” 
Souriall said. 

Souriall was particularly em- 
barrassed because his action has 
drawn the wrath of the N.B.A.

And here is a little quote 
buried in the report which may 
spell better health for many a 
less-privileged youngster: “Sig- 
nificant nutritionally is evidence 
that families in the lowest third 
income group have stepped up

So much for the average fam- 
fly’s vegetable set-up. Now let's 
localize it a little and see what 
goes on in the St. Louis markets 
this week. 

The two favorites in the survey, 
lettuce and onions, are both 
cheaper this week. Lettuce is 
down considerably, onions slight- 
ly. By the way, did you ever try 
pressing boiled onions through a 
sieve and using as thickening for 
steak gravy? If you haven't, you 
will find this is one of the many 
reasons why ohions rate so high 
‘with our mythical “average fam- 
fly” in the survey.

For most Occidentals, Chinese 
food begins and ends with chop 
suey, a mixture of meat and veg- 
etables put together with a gravy 
thickened with cornstarch and 
flavored dark, salty soy sauce. 

Chinese cooking which goes far 
beyond this popular American 
dish is among the tastiest and 
most thrifty cooking known. For 
centuries Chinese cooks have 
been cooking their vegetables 
only long enough to make them 
tender while their western cous- 
ins have been boiling them to a 
state of limpness. The recent 
addition to the flavoring shelf of 
monosodium glutamate (sold ev- 
erywhere now under a trade name) 
has been known to Chinese cooks 
for hundreds of years as an en- 
hancer of the natural flavors of 
all foods in which salt is used. 

Most Chinese vegetables such 
as bean sprouts, water chestnuts, 
and bamboo. shoots are put up 
by American canners of special- 
ties and can be purchased in the 
large grocery stores: The more 
unusual ones like bean curd, and 
the seasonings ginger root and 
tangerine peel may, if one is for- 


pancake turner. When brown 
turn and brown on other side.

Soy Gravy—Heat to boiling 
three-fourths cup of the liquid 
drained from the bean sprouts. 
Blend one-fourth cup of water 
with one tablespoon cornstarch, 
one teaspoon sugar and two table- 
spoons soy sauce. Add slowly to 
boiling liquid. Cook, stirring con- 
stantly until uniformly thickened 
and clear. 

It takes just a little practice to 
become an expert at shaping the 
cakes. As you pour the one-third 
cup mixture for each cake into 
the skillet, have a pancake turner 
handy to push any “streaks” of egg 
that “run out” back into the cake. 
It’s easy to manipulate each cake 
into a round flat shape with a pan- 
cake turner. But if you don’t 
want to make the cakes, the flavor 
is just as good if all of the mix- 
ture is scrambled as for scrambled 
eggs. Do it this way: Cook slowly 
over low heat, lifting with a pan- 
cake turner or broad spatula from 
the bottom and sides as the mix- 
ture thickens. As the cooked por-

Otto Dietrich, Hitler’s former 
chief, and Walther Darre, 


receive their freedom. 


The eight are being released 
under new regulations which in- 
crease time off for good conduct 
from five days per month to 10. 
All but one, Heinrich Lehmann, 
had been sentenced to seven 
yéars. He was serving six years. 
The regulations do not affect 
those serving life sentences. 

The 69-year-old Flick, former 
head of Germany's biggest pri- 
vately owned coal and steel com- 
pany, was convicted by an Amer- 
ican military tribunal at Nuern- 
berg Dec. 22, 1947, of exploiting 
Russian slave labor in his mines 
and mills. He also was convicted 
of looting German occupied coun- 
tries. The two and one-half years 
he already had been in prison 
were deducted from the seven- 
year sentence. 

Dietrich and Darre were among 
14 high Nazi administrators con- 
victed by an American war crimes 
court at Nuernberg April 12, 1949, 
of furthering a program that 
killed 6,000,000 Jews. 

Dietrich was convicted of tak- 
ing part in a “persistent cam- 
paign to arouse hatred” against 
the Jews. 

Darre was convicted of partici- 
pating in what the prosecution 
called a “cruel scheme” to reset- 
tle Poland with Germans.

The Aug. 2 incident was the 
first reported exchange of gun- 
fire between a warship 
and the Chinese Communists 
since April 1949. At that time, 
the cruiser London, the destroyer 
Consort and the frigates Black 
Swan and Amethyst came under 
Communist shore fire in the 
Yangtze river. Forty-three Brit- 
ish sailors were killed and more 
than 80 wounded in the 1949 en- 
gagement.

You néed only 50, and have just 
drawn, Should you make your 
initial meld? 


Yes; you can do it and still keep 
the primary requisites of a play- 
able hand — a wild card and 
enough cards to give you a fair 
chance to get the discard pile. 


The next question is, what 
should you meld? Here is where 
most players go wrong. They 
meld more than is necessary. You 
can meld three kirfgs and a deuce, 
or three eights and a deuce, and 
make your 50 points.
